Ms.Wheelchair America visits with 
the students of MC. 

This year, MC had the priviledge of a visit from Ms. Wheelchair America! 
Dr. Alette Coble-Temple is an incredible woman who shared her story of 
how she came to be Ms. Wheelchair America 20 1 6. Dr. Coble-Temple 
was born with cerebral palsy. She felt isolated throughout her school 
years because of bullies who pointed out her differences, but she used 
her isolation as empowerment. After getting inspiration from the main 
character of a sitcom who had cerebral palsy, her life changed. She 
knew that if that girl could be an actress, she could do anything that she 
set her mind to. She studied hard and eventually got her doctorate in 
psychology. She ended up working in the prison system as a 
psychologist for inmates who have really good listening skills as it is a 
necessity to survive in prison. She got married and adopted a child. Her 
husband entered her into her first pageant to be Ms. Wheelchair 
California. She said that she didn't want to wear a silly tiara and a frilly 
dress, but her husband reminded her of something important. He said, 
"You always say there aren't enough leaders with disabilities. You are 
successful and that's beautiful. You need to share that with others." So 
she went and won, which qualified her for Ms. Wheelchair America. She 
is a professor, clinician, wife, mother, adventurer, woman, and now, 
pageant titleholder. The main message that she wants to leave with 
others is that they must shift their perspective. She continues by saying 
that we often feel sorry for people with disabilities. She hates the word 
sorry. There is nothing connected to her disability that she feels sorry 
about except sometimes she wishes that she didn't have to deal with 
people's ignorance. She used to tell people that she had a speech 
impediment when people told her that she talked funny, but that implied 
that something was wrong with the way that she talked, and she 
needed to fix it. Now she tells people that she has a cerebral palsy 
accent. She states that she is disabled and proud. She strives to make 
disabilities a more aware topic since it tends to overlooked by so many. 
She recommends reading "Don't Call Me Inspirational" by Harilyn 
Rousso in order to understand disabilities better. To learn more about
